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LEGISLATION RELATING TO EDUCATION ENACTED 
AT THE 1946 SPECIAL SESSION OF THE LEGISLATURE 


ALFRED E. LENTZ, Administrative Adviser 


The First Extraordinary Session of the Fifty-sixth California State 
Legislature convened January 7, 1946, and remained in session until 
February 19, 1946. During this session many laws affecting education 
in California were enacted. In the following pages is reprinted the 
text of changes in the Education Code and changes in the several other 
Codes and the General Laws that relate to education, exclusive of 
measures relating exclusively to the University of California. 

The effective date of each of these laws is May 21, 1946, unless 
otherwise indicated by note. 

The notes in the body of the text give the legislative history of the 
various enactments. Each note gives the history of all preceding pro- 
visions of law up to the next preceding note unless otherwise indicated. 

In connection with changes in, or excerpts from, Codes other than 
the Education Code, the headings of subdivisions of such codes necessary 
to the application of such changes are given. 

It will be observed from the notes in certain cases that a particular 
provision was acted upon two or more times as a result of the enactment 
of laws affecting it. In those cases only the text of the section as affected 
by the last action is given, since the last action taken supersedes any 
previous action. 

The appropriations made to the State Department of Education and 
the State colleges and schools by laws set forth herein are in addition 
to the appropriations made by the Budget Act of 1945 (Chapter 644, 
Statutes of 1945). 


CHANGES IN EDUCATION CODE 
Article 4. State Educational Agency for Surplus Property 


201. The State Department of Education is hereby designated as 
the California State Educational Agency for Surplus Property. 


202. Said agency is authorized and directed to cooperate with the 
Federal Government and its agencies in securing the expeditious and 
equitable distribution of surplus property of the Federal Government 
to eligible educational institutions in California, to assist said institu- 
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tions in securing such property and to do all things necessary to the 
execution of its powers and duties. 


Added to Chapter 1 of Division 1 by Chapter 95, Statutes, First Extra- 
ordinary Session (1946), Fifty-sixth Legislature. Signed by Governor 
March 5 and filed with Secretary of State March 7, 1946. Effective immedi- 
ately. 

Note: Said Chapter 95 also contained the following: 

Sec. 2. Out of the moneys in the State treasury not otherwise appro- 
priated, there is hereby appropriated the sum of fifty-four thousand seven 
hundred and fifty dollars ($54,750) for expenditure by the State Educa- 
tional Agency for Surplus Property in the performance of its powers and 
duties under Article 4 of Chapter 1 of Division 1 of the Education Code. 


Article 7. Apportionments Necessitated by Errors in District Tax Rates 


6801. Whenever during the year 1945 the rate of district tax for 
any elementary school district has been, through error, fixed at a rate 
lower than that required by Section 6355 of the Education Code, the 
county auditor, district attorney and county superintendent of schools 
of the county having jurisdiction over such district may, with the writ- 
ten approval of the governing board of the district, file with the Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction not later than March 1, 1946, a statement 
in such form as may be prescribed by the Superintendent of Public 
Instruction verifying the existence of the error and the amount of district 
tax money lost to the district as a result of the error. 


6802. Not later than March 15, 1946 the Superintendent of Public 
Instruction shall apportion to each such district from the State General 
Fund as an advance against future apportionments from the State 
General Fund to such district an amount equal to the amount of district 
tax money lost to the district as shown in the statement filed with him 
pursuant to Section 6801, but not in excess of an amount which a tax of 
twenty cents ($0.20) levied on each one hundred dollars ($100) of 90 
per cent of the assessed valuation of the district as shown by the last 
equalized assessment roll of the district would produce. 


6803. The Superintendent of Public Instruction shall furnish an 
abstract of all apportionments made to the school districts of any county 
under this article to the State Controller, the Department of Finance 
and to the county auditor, county treasurer and county superintendent 
of schools of the county and shall certify such apportionments to the 
State Controller who shall thereupon draw his warrants on the State 
General Fund in favor of the county treasurer of each county for the 
amounts apportioned to the school districts of the county. 
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6804. All moneys received by the treasurer of a county under this 
act shall be credited by the treasurer to the special school funds of the 
districts of the county exactly as apportioned by the Superintendent of 
Public Instruction. 


6805. During each of the school years 1946-1947, 1947-1948 and 
1948-1949 the State Controller shall deduct from apportionments made 
to each such district from the State General Fund under Chapter 13.5 
of Division 3 of this code one-third of the amount apportioned to such 
district under this article and shall pay the same into the State General 
Fund. 


6806. Notwithstanding anything in Chapter 13.5 of Division 3 
of this code to the contrary, a district on behalf of which a statement was 
filed with the Superintendent of Public Instruction under Section 6801 
and for which the rate of district tax levied in the year 1945 was less 
than that specified in Section 6973 shall be entitled to all apportionments 
to which it would have been entitled had such rate of district tax been 
as specified in Section 6973. 


Added to Chapter 12 of Division 3 by Chapter 59, Statutes, First 
Extraordinary Session (1946), Fifty-sixth Legislature. Signed by Gov- 
ernor and filed with Secretary of State February 26, 1946. Effective imme- 
diately. 


CHAPTER 13.6. EMERGENCY STATE Alp TO ScHOooL DISTRICTS 


7001. There is hereby established in the State treasury a fund to 
be known as the State School District Emergency Fund which shall be 
apportioned during the school year 1946-1947, as provided in this chapter 
to school districts in distress as a result of war created conditions. 


7002. A school district shall be eligible to receive an apportionment 
under this chapter if: 

(1) The district received funds from, or was allocated funds by, 
the Federal Government or any agency thereof during the school year 
1945-1946 as a result of war created conditions for the general mainte- 
nance and operation of schools of the district. 

(2) There is levied for the district for the school year 1946-1947 a 
rate of school district tax which shall be the maximum rate of school 
district tax fixed for such district by Section 6357 of this code less not 
more than one-half cent ($0.005). 


7003. The governing board of a school district eligible to receive 
an apportionment under this chapter may submit to the Superintendent 
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of Public Instruction on or before July 1, 1946, an application, in such 
form as he may prescribe, for such an apportionment. 


7004. The Superintendent of Public Instruction shall apportion 
to each school district submitting an application for an apportionment, 
and eligible therefor, an amount which shall be the difference between 
the total needs of the district for the school year 1946-1947 for current 
expenses as shown by the budget of the district for said school year plus 
not more than 5 per cent of said current expenses for capital outlay and 
community services plus an amount for transfers for tuition as required 
by law, and the total of the known and estimated income exclusive of the 
net beginning balance on July 1, 1946 of the district from all sources 
applicable to these budgetary purposes for said school year. 

In computing an apportionment under this act, an allowance shall 
be made for the 1946-1947 accumulation in a Special Accumulative 
Building Fund established before January 1, 1946; no allowance shall 
be made for such funds established on or after that date. Nothing in 
this act shall interfere with the expenditure of a Special Accumulative 
Building Fund. 


7005. The Superintendent of Public Instruction shall not later 
than July 20, 1946, compute and furnish to each school district eligible 
for an apportionment under this chapter an estimate of the amount to be 
apportioned to such district. The estimate shall be made pursuant to 
. the formula established by Section 7004 and the average daily attend- 
ance of the schools of the district shall, for the making of such estimate, 
be deemed to be the same as the actual average daily attendance of the 
schools of the district was for the school year 1945-1946. For the pur- 
poses of this section, the current expenses allowed under Section 7004 
shall not exceed one hundred twenty dollars ($120) per unit of average 
daily attendance in the elementary schools of the district and one 
hundred eighty dollars ($180) per unit of average daily attendance in 
the high schools and junior colleges of the district, except that in any 
elementary school district in which the assessed valuation is less than 
one dollar ($1) per unit of average daily attendance for the school year 
1946-1947 and which district is eligible to receive an apportionment 
under this chapter, the current expenses shall not exceed one hundred 
forty-one dollars ($141) per unit of average daily attendance in the 
elementary schools of the district. 


7006. Not later than January 10, 1947, the Superintendent of 
Public Instruction shall compute the total amount to be apportioned to 
each school district eligible for an apportionment under this chapter. 
The amount shall be computed pursuant to the formula established by 
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Section 7004 but the average daily attendance of the schools of the 
district shall, for the making of such computation be taken as the actual 
average daily attendance of the schools of the district for the first three 
school months following the opening of the regular day schools of the 
districts for the school year 1946-1947, multiplied by the ratio between 
the actual average daily attendance of the schools of the district for the 
first three school months following the opening of the regular day schools 
of the districts for the school year 1945-1946 and the actual average daily 
attendance of the schools of the district for the entire school year 1945- 
1946. For the purposes of this section, the current expenses allowed 
under Section 7004 shall be the amount computed as shown by the budget 
of the district but not more than the amount obtained by multiplying 
the average daily attendance of the schools of the district as determined 
under this section for the first three school months following the opening 
of the regular day schools of the district for the school year 1946-1947 
by the average amount of current expenses per unit of average daily 
attendance during the school year 1945-1946 for all districts, except that 
in any elementary school district in which the assessed valuation is less 
than one dollar ($1) per unit of average daily attendance for the school 
year 1946-1947 and which district is eligible to receive an apportionment 
under this chapter, the current expenses shall be not less than one hun- 
dred forty-one dollars ($141) per unit of average daily attendance in 
the elementary schools of the district. For purposes of this section the 
average daily attendance shall be the total number of days of pupil 
attendance divided by the number of days taught in the regular day 
schools of the district during the first three school months of the school 
year. The average daily attendance in classes in which average daily 
attendance is calculated on a weekly basis may be estimated by the 
Superintendent of Pubile Instruction from data based on the first three 
months of 1946-1947 and corresponding figures for the prior year. 


7007. The Superintendent of Public Instruction shall not later 
than September 1, 1946 apportion to each school district, eligible for an 
apportionment hereunder, 25 per cent of the total apportionment esti- 
mated for such district pursuant to Section 7005. 


7007.1. Not later than January 20, 1947, the Superintendent of 
Public Instruction shall apportion to each such school district the amount 
computed as the total apportionment to such district pursuant to Section 
7006, less the amount apportioned to the district under the preceding 
paragraph of this section. 


7007.2. If the amount computed as the total apportionment to any 
district pursuant to Section 7006 is less than the amount apportioned to 
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such district under the second preceding paragraph of this section, the 
Superintendent of Public Instruction shall demand, and the governing 
board of the district shall make, a refund of the excess apportionment. 


The amount refunded shall be paid by the Superintendent of Public . 


Instruction into the State treasury for credit to the General Fund. 


7007.3. If any district receives funds from the Federal Govern- 
ment for the general maintenance and operation of the schools of the 
district after the making of the apportionment to the district under 
Section 7007.1 ; and such funds were not taken into account in computing 
the apportionment to the district under Section 7006, the Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction shall demand, and the governing board 
of the district shall make, a refund of the amount which would not have 
been apportioned to the district had such Federal funds been so taken 
into account. The amount refunded shall be paid by the Superintendent 
of Public Instruction into the State treasury for credit to the General 


Fund. 


7008. If the total required to be apportioned to all school districts 
eligible for apportionment under this chapter exceeds the amount in the 
State School District Emergency Fund, the amount apportioned to the 
several districts shall be reduced in the ratio that the amount of the deficit 
bears to the total amount of the moneys otherwise required to be appor- 
tioned to such districts. 


7009. The Superintendent of Public Instruction shall furnish an 
abstract of the apportionment of the State School District Emergency 
Fund to the State Controller, the Department of Finance and to the 
county and city and county auditors, county and city and county treas- 
urers, and to the county and city and county superintendent of schools 
of the several counties and cities and counties of the State. 


7010. He shall certify the apportionment made by him under this 
chapter to the State Controller who shall draw his warrants during the 
school year on the State School District Emergency Fund in favor of 
the treasurer of each county for the amount apportioned to each county 
from each fund. 


7011. All moneys received by the treasurer of any county from the 
apportionments of the State School District Emergency Fund shall be 
immediately credited by the treasurer to the general funds of the several 
school districts exactly as apportioned by the Superintendent of Public 
Instruction. 
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7012. The budget of a school district which has applied for an 
apportionment under this chapter shall not be reduced by a county board 
of supervisors under Political Code Section 3714 or otherwise.

Sec. 2. There is hereby appropriated to the State School District 
Emergency Fund from any moneys in the State treasury not otherwise 
appropriated the sum of two million twenty thousand dollars ($2,020,000), 
or so much thereof as may be necessary. 


10182. Notwithstanding anything in Section 10181 to the contrary, 
the governing board of any school district may, subject to such rules 
and regulations as may be prescribed by the State Board of Education 
and upon the authorization of the Superintendent of Public Instruction, 
provide veterans enrolled in schools or classes of the district with instruc- 
tion by correspondence, provided by any university or college referred to 
in Section 10181 or by any other university, college, school, institution 
or organization approved by the Superintendent of Public Instruction 
in subjects which may be necessary to adjust the veteran to an occupa- 
tion and which, for good reason, can not be given by the school, and pay 
for the cost thereof.

13001.1. The employment, heretofore, by governing boards of 
school districts of all persons in positions requiring certification quali- 
fications and the payment of compensation to such persons is hereby 
ratified, confirmed and validated provided all of the following conditions 
have been met: 

(a) Each such person has heretofore filed or registered, with the 
appropriate agency a valid certification document authorizing him to 
serve in the position in which he was employed. 

(b) The application for such certification document was made to 
the issuing authority on or before the date upon which the actual service 
of such person in such position commenced.

13204.1. Every person employed by a school district as a proba- 
tionary or permanent employee in a position requiring certification 
qualifications who enters the active military service of the United States 
of America or of the State of California, including active service in any 
uniformed auxiliary of, or to, any branch of such military service cre- 
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ated or authorized as such auxiliary by the Congress of the United States 
of America or by the Legislature of the State of California, or in the 
service of the United States Merchant Marine, or in the full time paid 
service of the American Red Cross, during any period of National 
emergency declared by the President of the United States of America 
or during any war in which the United States of America is engaged, 
shall be entitled to absent himself from his duties as an employee of the 


district. 

Such absence shall not affect, in any way, the classification of such 
employee. In the case of a probationary employee the period of such 
absence shall not count as part of the service required as a condition 
precedent to the classification of such employee as a permanent employee 
of the district, but such absence shall not be construed as a break in the 
continuity of the service of such employee for any purpose. 

The dismissal of any probationary employee because of reduced 
attendance due to war conditions, after his entry into the active military 
service or service in the American Red Cross, shall not deprive him of 
any of the benefits of this section. 

Within six months after such employee honorably leaves such 
service or has been placed on inactive duty he shall, subject to the pro- 
visions of this section, be entitled to return to the position held by him 
at the time of his entrance into such service, at the salary to which he 
would have been entitled had he not absented himself from the service 
of the school district under this section. 

If such employee was employed under a lawful contract for a period 
in excess of one year in a position in which he had not become a per- 
manent employee of the district, he shall be entitled to return to such 
position for the period his contract of employment had to run at the 
time he entered such service. Notwithstanding any provision of this 
code to the contrary, a person employed to take the place of any such 
employee shall not have any right to such position following the return 
of such employee to the position. 

Notwithstanding anything in Section 14495 to the contrary if any 
member of the Retirement System serving in the full time paid service 
of the American Red Cross does not pay during such service the con- 
tributions to the Permanent Fund and to the Retirement Annuity Fund 
provided for in Section 14495 the contributions shall be paid by him 
directly to the Retirement System or deducted from his salary payments 
at the rate of fifty dollars ($50) or at the rate of 20 per cent of such 
contributions, whichever is the greater, during each successive period of 
12 months following his return to duty in a position requisite to mem- 
bership in the Retirement System; provided that all contributions 
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required to be made to the Retirement Annuity Fund and all contribu- 
tions required to be made to the Permanent Fund on account of service 
rendered on or after July 1, 1944 shall be paid before retirement.

14495.1. Notwithstanding anything in Section 14495 to the con- 
trary if any member of the Retirement System serving in the active 
military service does not pay during his service in the military service 
the contributions to the Permanent Fund and to the Retirement Annuity 
Fund provided for in Section 14495 the contributions shall be paid by 
him directly to the Retirement System or deducted from his salary pay- 
ments at the rate of fifty dollars ($50) or at the rate of 20 per cent of 
such contributions, whichever is the greater, during each successive 
period of 12 months following his return to duty in a position requisite 
to membership in the Retirement System; provided that all contribu- 
tions required to be made to the Retirement Annuity Fund and all 
contributions required to be made to the Permanent Fund on account 
of service rendered on or after July 1, 1944 shall be paid before retire- 
ment.

16111. No State-owned college, university, or other school shall 
charge any tuition, or incidental fees to any child of any veteran of the 
United States military service who has a service connected disability, 
and whose annual income not including governmental compensation for 
such service connected disability, does not exceed one thousand eight 
hundred dollars ($1,800). Nothing contained in this section shall pre- 
vent The Regents of the University of California from charging to and 
collecting from nonresident students an admission fee and rate of tuition 
in accordance with Section 20003, nor shall anything in this section pre- 
vent the charging and collecting of fees required of nonresident students 
admitted to colleges and schools under the jurisdiction of the Department 
of Education, or the Director of Education.

19601. The policy of the Legislature in continuing this chapter in 
effect is to provide a temporary means for meeting an emergency, exist- 
ing in certain communities in this State, created by the employment 
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of women with children in industry as a direct result of the war in which 
the United States of America is now engaged, without imposing addi- 
tional taxes on property which the owners of such property can not, 
because of the burdens imposed by such war, be reasonably expected 
to bear.

19608. The said governing board shall establish in the county 
treasury a fund to be known as the ‘‘child care center fund’’ into which 
shall be paid all funds received for, or from the operation of, child care 
centers. The costs incurred in the maintenance and operation of child 
care centers shall be paid from said fund. 

- No funds of a district derived from the receipts of district taxes or 
derived from moneys apportioned to the district for the support of the 
schools thereof, except State moneys expressly appropriated from the 
General Fund for the support of child care centers, may be expended for, 
or in connection with, a child care center.

19613. The governing board of each school district is hereby author- 
ized to accept funds from the Government of the United States or any 
agency thereof, or from any other source other than funds derived from 
taxes levied by any taxing agency, for any of the purposes of this 
chapter and such funds may be accepted subject to such conditions as 
will further the purpose of this chapter. As used in this section ‘‘tax- 
ing agency’’ has the meaning ascribed to the phrase in the Revenue and 
Taxation Code except that it does not include the State in respect to 
appropriations from the General Fund.

19613.5. No State funds shall be expended for the operation of 
child care centers until all available Federal funds, including Federal 
funds appropriated or which may be appropriated prior to March 1, 
1946, have been expended. . 

No State funds shall be expended for the operation of child care 
centers except funds appropriated therefor from the General Fund of 
the State.

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19616. This chapter shall have no force or effect from and after 
the ninetieth day after the final adjournment of the Fifty-seventh 
Regular Session of the Legislature.

19617. No additional child care centers may be established after 
the effective date of this section, except such as may be specifically 
authorized by the Department of Education after it has surveyed the 
financial needs of the then existing child care centers and finds that 
the establishment of the new child care center: 

(a) Will not financially jeopardize or otherwise curtail the opera- 
tions of the then existing child care centers, and 

(b) Is necessary to meet an emergency arising from the necessity 
of harvesting or processing crops or of assisting veterans in obtaining 
their educations, or other necessities. 

A child care center which was in operation prior to said effective 
date, but which is temporarily not in operation on that date is not an 
additional child care center within the meaning of this section.

20380. Every employee of a State college not serving in the State 
civil service who has entered or who hereafter enters the active military 
service of the United States of America or of the State of California, 
including active service in any uniformed auxiliary of, or to, any branch 
of such military service created or authorized as such auxiliary by the 
Congress of the United States of America or by the Legislature of the 
State of California, or in the full-time paid service of the American Red 
Cross, during any period of National emergency declared by the Presi- 
dent of the United States of America or during any war in which the 
United States of America is engaged, shall be deemed to have been 
entitled or shall be entitled to absent himself from his duties as an 
employee of the college. 

Within six months after such employee honorably leaves such service 
or has been placed on inactive duty he shall be entitled to return to the 
position held by him at the time of his entrance into such military service, 
at the salary to which he would have been entitled had he not absented 
himself from his duties as an employee of the college under this section.

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CHANGES IN GOVERNMENT CODE 


19393. Any person having State civil service status who in time 
of war leaves his position to serve as a seaman on board any vessel of 
the United States retains all civil service rights and shall be reinstated 
to his position upon application. Such application shall be filed within 
six months after the termination of such service or the termination of 
the war, as proclaimed by the President of the United States, whichever 
is the earlier, or, if his service is terminated in a foreign country six 
months after return to the United States if within 90 days after such 
termination he leaves such foreign country to return to the United 
States. 

As used in his section : 

(a) ‘‘Seaman’’ means any person, including the master and officers, 
employed on board any vessel of the United States in the care, preserva- 
tion, operation, management, or navigation of such vessel, but does not 
include any person who is a member of the land or naval forces of the 
United States. 

(b) ‘‘Vessel of the United States’? means any vessel registered, 
enrolled, or licensed under the laws of the United States, any vessel 
acquired by the United States under the provisions of the act entitled 
‘*An act to authorize the acquisition by the United States of title to or 
the use of domestic or foreign merchant vessels for urgent needs of com- 
merce and National defense, and for other purposes,’’ approved June 6, 
1941, as amended, or any other merchant or cargo vessel not of foreign 
registry owned or operated by or on behalf of the United States, exclud- 
ing any fishing or whaling vessel or yacht.

19402. Any permanent State civil service employee or a probationer 
who immediately preceding his appointment to his present position held 
permanent civil service status in some other class and who served in the 
armed forces of the United States and who is eligible for education or 
training under the Servicemen’s Readjustment Act of 1944 shall upon 
application to the board be granted an educational leave of absence with- 
out pay for the period during which he receives such education or train- 
ing and for three months thereafter.

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CHANGES IN MILITARY AND VETERANS CODE 


395.1. (a) Notwithstanding any other provision of law to the 
contrary, any public officer, deputy, assistant, or employee of the State, 
or of any city, county, city and county, school district, water district, 
irrigation district, or any other district, political corporation, political 
subdivision, or governmental agency thereof who, in time of war or 
national emergency as proclaimed by the President or Congress, leaves 
or has left his office or position prior to the expiration of the Selective 
Training and Service Act of 1940 as amended, or any extension thereof, 
to join the armed forces of the United States and who does or did without 
unreasonable and unnecessary delay join the armed forces shall have a 
right, if released or discharged under conditions other than dishonorable, 
to return to and reenter upon the office or position within six months 
after the termination of his active service with the armed forces, if the 
term for which he was elected or appointed has not ended during his 
absence. He shall also have a right to return to and reenter upon the 
office or position during terminal leave from the armed forces and prior 
to discharge or release therefrom. 

(b) Upon such return and reentry to the office or employment the 
officer or employee shall have all of the rights and privileges in, connected 
with, or arising out of the office or employment which he would have 
enjoyed if he had not been absent therefrom; provided, however, such 
officer or employee shall not be entitled to sick leave, vacation or salary 
for the period during which he was on leave from such governmental 
service and in the service of the armed forces of the United States. 

If the office or position has been abolished or otherwise has ceased 
to exist during his absence, he shall be reinstated in a position of like 
seniority, status and pay if such position exists, or to a comparable 
vacant position for which he is qualified. 

(ec) Any officer or employee other than a probationer who is restored 
to his office or employment pursuant to this act shall not be discharged 
from such office or position without cause within one year after such 
restoration, and shall be entitled to participate in insurance or other 
benefits offered by the employing governmental agency pursuant to 
established rules and practices relating to such officers or employees on 
furlough or leave of absence in effect at the time such officer of employee 
left his office or position to join the armed forces in the United States.

An act making an appropriation for allocation to cities, counties, and cities and 
counties for the prevention or alleviation of unemployment through the 
construction of public works in which there is a State interest, and pro- 
viding the procedure for making such allocations, and for assignment of 
such allocations.

Sec. 5. 

(b) As used in this act, ‘‘school’’ means a school located in any 
school district which includes all or any portion of the county when the 
project is to be paid for in part from the county allocation, and a school 
located in a school district which includes all or any portion of the city 
when the project is to be paid for in part from the city allocation. 

* * * * * 


Sec. 6. As used in this act, (a) ‘‘department’’ means the State 
Department of Finance; (b) ‘‘director’’ means the State Director of 
Finance; (c) ‘‘Controller’’ means the State Controller; and, (d) 
‘‘board’’ means the State Public Works Board, as provided in Section 7. 

Sec. 7. (a) There is hereby created a board to be known as the 
State Public Works Board, consisting of the Director of Finance, the 
Director of Public Works, and the Real Estate Commissioner. Two 
members of the Senate appointed by the Senate Committee on Rules, 
and two members of the Assembly appointed by the Speaker, shall meet 
and advise with the board to the extent that such advisory participation 
is not incompatible with their respective positions as Members of the 
Legislature.

harbor facilities. 

The Legislature hereby finds and declares that there is a State inter- 
est in the projects enumerated in this section. 

Of the money appropriated by Section 8, there is hereby 
allocated to all cities the sum of forty-five million dollars ($45,000,000) 
for expenditure within cities for the purpose of defraying the State’s 
share of the cost of construction of projects.

Sec. 15. Cities in submitting applications for an allotment, and 
the board in reviewing applications for projects as defined in Section 3 
of this act, shall give the following priority to city projects: 

(a) Sewage facilities ; and 

(b) Major streets, including bridges and other street structures or 
facilities, schools, storm drains, and the improvement of existing publicly 
owned water-works systems. 
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The Legislature hereby finds and declares that there is a State 
interest in the construction of sewage facilities and in the construction 
of major streets, including bridges and other street structures or facili- 
ties, schools, storm drains, and the improvement of existing publicly 
owned water-works systems. 

The board in considering applications by cities, first shall give 
priority to applications for construction of sewage projects and shall 
not consider applications by cities for construction of other projects 
unless : 

(a) After consultation with the State Department of Public Health, 
it shall first find and determine that sewage facilities are adequate to 
meet the reasonable needs of the city ; or 

(b) It shall first find and determine that provision already has been 
made to finance construction of such facilities. 

Any funds allocated to any city which are not required for sewage 
facilities shall be expended only for the construction of major streets, 
including bridges and other street structures or facilities, schools, storm 
drains, and the improvement of publicly owned water-works systems.

Src. 17. The board shall approve as the State’s share of the cost 
of construction of any project, otherwise eligible, the amount requested 
by a local agency not to exceed fifty per cent (50%) of the actual 
cost of construction of such project; provided, however, any county may 
make application for aid from the State for the cost of construction of 
road and highway projects without the matching of such State aid by 
the county, and the board.shall approve such application or applications 
in an amount not to exceed seventy-five thousand dollars ($75,000) in 
the aggregate for any such county.

VALIDATION OF PUBLIC BODIES 


An act to validate the organization, boundaries, governing officers or boards, 
acts, proceedings, and bonds of public bodies, to take effect immediately. 


Section 1. The following terms shall have the following meanings 


herein : 
(a) The term ‘‘publie body’’ means counties, cities and counties, 
cities, public districts, including school districts of any kind or class, 
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junior college districts, irrigation districts, reclamation districts, drain- 
age districts, levee districts, public utility districts, municipal utility dis- 
tricts, municipal improvement districts, sanitary districts, sanitation dis- 
tricts, metropolitan water districts, county water districts, county water 
works districts, water districts, water storage districts, municipal water 
districts, water conservation districts, mosquito abatement districts, 
bridge and highway districts, joint highway districts, highway districts, 
highway lighting districts, permanent road divisions, road districts, 
cemetery districts, port districts, harbor districts, flood control districts, 
storm water districts, library districts, and regional park districts, public 
cemetery districts, local hospital districts, and the California Toll Bridge 
Authority. 

(b) The term ‘‘bonds’’ means all instruments evidencing an indebt- 
edness of a public body incurred or to be incurred for any public purpose, 
and all instruments evidencing the borrowing of money in anticipation of 
taxes, revenues or other income of such body, and all instruments payable 
from revenues or special funds of such public bodies, and all instruments 
funding or refunding any thereof or any indebtedness. 

Sec. 2. All public bodies heretofore organized and existing under, 
or under color of, any law are hereby declared to have been legally organ- 
ized and to be legally functioning as such public body. Every such public 
body shall have all the rights, powers, and privileges, and be subject to 
all the duties and obligations of such a public body regularily formed 
pursuant to law. 

Sec. 3. The boundaries of every public body as heretofore estab- 
lished, defined, or recorded are hereby confirmed, validated, and declared 
legally established. 

Sec. 4.. Insofar as any matter to which this act relates is or may be 


‘affected, the members of the governing board or the officers of every public 


body heretofore elected or appointed and acting as such, are hereby 
declared the legally appointed or elected, qualified and acting officers or 
members of such governing board. 

Sec. 5. All acts and proceedings heretofore taken by any public 
body under any law, or under color of any law, for the issuance, sale, or 
exchange of ‘bonds of any such public body for any public purpose are 
hereby confirmed, validated, and declared legally effective. This shall 
include all acts and proceedings of the governing board of such public 
body and of any person, public officer, board or agency heretofore done 
or taken upon the question of the issuance, sale, or exchange of such bonds. 

All such bonds heretofore issued, or heretofore authorized to be 
issued when hereafter issued in substantially the form contemplated in 
such authorization, shall be, in the form and manner in which issued and 
delivered, the legal, valid and biading obligations of the public body. 
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Sec. 6. All acts and proceedings heretofore taken by any public 
body under any law, or under color of any law, for the annexation or 
inclusion of territory into any such public body are hereby confirmed, 
validated, and declared legally effective. This shall include all acts and 
proceedings of the governing board of such public body and of any 
person, public officer, board or agency heretofore done or taken upon the 
question of the annexation or inclusion of such territory. 

Sec. 7. (a) This act shall be limited to the correction of defects, 
irregularities, omissions, and ministerial errors in complying with 
statutory requirements which the Legislature originally could have 
omitted from the law under which such acts or proceedings were taken. 

(b) This act shall be limited to the validation of acts and proceed- 
ings to the extent to which the same can be effectuated under the State 
and Federal Constitutions. 

(ec) Nothing contained herein shall be construed to render the 
creation of any city or district, or any change in the bounderies of any 
city or district, effective for purposes of assessment or taxation unless 
the statement, together with the map or plat, required to be filed under 
Section 3720 of the Political Code, is filed in the manner and within the 
time required by said section. 

(d) This act shall not operate to confirm, validate, or legalize any 
act, proceeding, or other matter the legality of which is being contested 
or inquired into in any legal proceeding now pending and undetermined. 

Sec. 8. This act may be cited as the Validating Act of 1946. 

Sec. 9. This act is hereby declared to be an urgency measure 
necessary for the immediate preservation of the public peace, health and 
safety within the meaning of Section 1 of Article IV of the Constitution 
of the State of California, and shall take effect immediately.

Out of any money in the State treasury not otherwise 
appropriated there is hereby appropriated to the Department of Educa- 
tion, in addition to, and in augmentation of, any moneys otherwise made 
available therefor, the sum of three million five hundred thousand dol- 
lars ($3,500,000), to be used for the support of child care centers until 
March 30, 1947, in accordance with the provisions of this act. 


Sec. 1.5. Of the amount appropriated by Section 1 of this act, the 
Department of Education is hereby authorized to expend not to exceed 
thirty-three thousand seven hundred dollars ($33,700) for the adminis- 
tration of this act and the supervision of child care centers, which sum 
is in addition to any other funds appropriated for the supervision of 
child care centers. 


Sec. 2. The Department of Education shall apportion the appro- 
priation made by this act directly to the school districts maintaining 
child care centers pursuant to Chapter 11 of Division 9 of the Education 
Code and to the governing authorities of State educational institutions 
maintaining child care centers. Apportionments shall be made in the dis- 
cretion of the department, upon the basis of demonstrated need for sup- 
plemental support. The department shall survey the child care centers 
of the school districts and State educational institutions requesting 
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apportionments of funds, and after determining the necessity, costs, and 
support derived from the Federal Government, parents, and industry, 
shall apportion such sums for the respective child care centers as it deems 
necessary to insure their efficient operation. 

Sec. 2.1. Each apportionment made by the Department of Educa- 
tion under this act for the child care centers or centers of a school shall 
be certified by the department to the State Controller who shall there- 
upon draw his warrant on the State Treasurer in favor of the county 
treasurer of the county having jurisdiction over the district.

An act to provide a unified program of construction, improvement, and equip- 
ment for State agencies, creating a State Public Works Board, and 
making an appropriation to carry out the provisions of this act. 


. Section 1. There is hereby created a board to be known as the 
State Public Works Board, hereinafter called the board, consisting of 
the Director of Finance, the Director of Public Works, and the Real 
Estate Commissioner. Two members of the Senate appointed by the 
Senate Committee on Rules, and two members of the Assembly appointed 
by the Speaker, shall meet with and participate in the work of the board 
to the extent that such participation is not incompatible with their 
respective positions as Members of the Legislature.

Sec. 3. The board shall determine when and if any construction, 
improvements, and equipment provided for by this act shall be under- 
taken and shall give due consideration to: (1) the immediate needs of 
State agencies for construction and improvements; (2) obtaining con- 
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struction, improvements, and equipment at the most reasonable price 
consistent with such needs; (3) the needs of construction, improvements, 
and equipment at State agencies in relation to the needs for private con- 
struction, improvements, and equipment; (4) providing of public works 
to relieve unemployment.

Sec. 4. The Director of Finance, hereinafter called the director, 
shall administer this act and shall provide such assistance to the board 
as it may require. * * * 

Sec. 5. As a matter of policy all of the State departments and 
agencies concerned with the expenditure of funds herein appropriated 
and the performance of work herein provided for, shall, so far as is 
reasonably practicable, cooperate with all agencies of the Government of 
the United States to the end that grants in aid may be made available 
to the State from the said agencies. 

Nothing contained in this section, however, may be used as the basis 
for invalidating, restraining, enjoining or otherwise affecting any act 
performed or expenditure made pursuant to the terms of this act. 

Sec. 6. The sum of one hundred fifty-four million dollars ($154,- 
000,000) is hereby appropriated to be expended in carrying out the 
provisions of this act, to be allocated to the State Department of Public 
Works, University of California or other State agency by the Director of 
Finance in such sum or sums as the Director of Finance may determine; 
provided, however, that except as to any allocation for miscellaneous 
repairs and improvements made under the provisions of this act, the 
maximum amount which may be expended from the appropriation con- 
tained herein for any State agency shall be within the limitations set 
forth in the following schedule:

No allocation shall be made to any State agency other than those 
listed in this section. 

No expenditures shall be made from the appropriation made by 
this act for any construction, building, or work for any agricultural 
purpose or activity other than housing for persons until 90 days after 
the convening of the Fifty-seventh Session of the Legislature. 

Of the amount herein appropriated, one hundred twenty million 
dollars ($120,000,000) shall be payable out of the Postwar Employment 
Reserve in the State treasury and thirty-four million dollars ($34,000,- 
000) shall be payable out of unappropriated moneys in the State 
treasury.

Sec. 9. (a) Prior to the commencement of any work of construc- 
tion to be paid for from the appropriation made by this act, or the letting 
of any contract therefor, the State Public Works Board shall : 

(1) Adopt a master plan for any State institutions or agency 
specified in Section 6 of this act ; and 

(2) Cause model plans for buildings for such institutions and 
agencies to be prepared and made available. 

(b) Each of the State departments and agencies specified in Sec- 
tion 6 of this act shall adopt a policy for determining the allowable cost 
to the State of residences for superintendents and other officers and — 
employees of State institutions, under which the residences provided to 
such institution officers and employees, whether or not a charge is made 
to the officer or employee for the use of the residence, shall not exceed 
in value or luxury the average private homes of persons not in public 
office or employment who hold positions of comparable responsibility, 
and, where such charges are made, shall, subject to approval of the State 
Board of Control, fix charges for rental of such residences to institution 
officers and employees in accordance with that policy. The policy as to 
allowable cost to the State of such residences shall be approved by the 
Department of Finance and by the State Public Works Board: before 
any plan is finally adopted for such residences to be paid for from the 
appropriation made by this act, or any contract is let for the building 
of such residences or for work of construction thereon, or any such 
building or work of construction is commenced.

Sec. 11. If the State Public Works Board allots a specific sum for 
a specific project, and any or all of the sum allotted is not expended for

An act to make an appropriation to the Vocational Education Fund for an 
apprenticeship training program for veterans, declaring the urgency of the 
act to take effect immediately. 


Section 1. Out of any money in the State treasury not otherwise 
appropriated, there is hereby appropriated to the Vocational Education 
Fund, in addition to any other money heretofore appropriated to said 
fund, seventy-five thousand dollars ($75,000) to be expended by the 
State Board of Education during the Ninety-seventh and Ninety-eighth 
Fiscal Years in fulfilling in connection with an apprenticeship training 
program for veterans of wars in which the United States of America is 
or has been engaged, the responsibilities imposed on the State Board of 
Education by Chapter 4 of Division 3 of the Labor Code. 

Sec. 2. This act is hereby declared to be an urgency measure neces- 
sary for the immediate preservation of public peace, health, or safety 
within the meaning of Section 1 of Article IV of the Constitution and 
shall therefore go into immediate effect. A statement of the facts con- 
stituting such necessity is as follows:

APPROPRIATION FOR VETERANS’ EDUCATION 


An act making an appropriation to the Department of Education to be expended 
for the performance of the powers and duties of the department relating 
to veterans, to take effect immediately. 


Section 1. Out of any money in the State treasury not otherwise 
appropriated there is hereby appropriated to the Department of Educa- 
tion, in augmentation of any other money made available by law, fifty 
thousand dollars ($50,000) to be expended by the Director of Education 
during the Ninety-seventh and Ninety-eighth Fiscal Years for the per- 
formance of the powers and duties granted to, or imposed upon, the 
Director of Education or the Department of Education by Article 14 of 
Chapter 7 of Division 4 of the Education Code, relating to veterans 
education, and for the performance of powers and duties relating to 
veterans granted to, or imposed upon, the Director of Education or the 
Department of Education by any statute of the State of California or 
of the United States of America or by any rule or regulation lawfully 
adopted thereunder. 

Sec. 2. This act, inasmuch as it makes an appropriation for the 
usual current expenses of the State, shall, under the provisions of See- 
tion 1 of Article IV of the Constitution, take effect immediately.

APPROPRIATION FOR VETERANS’ HOUSING AT COLLEGES 
AND UNIVERSITIES 


An act to authorize the Department of Finance to acquire surplus property 
from the United States for the purpose of furnishing housing facilities for 
veterans attending universities and colleges and making an appropriation. 


Section 1. The sum of two hundred fifty thousand dollars ($250,- 
000) is hereby appropriated out of any money in the State treasury not 
otherwise appropriated to the Department of Finance to be expended 
for the purposes of this act. 

Sec. 2. The Department of Finance may acquire by lease, pur- 
chase, or otherwise from the United States any surplus housing or 
property adaptable to housing for conversion into housing facilities in 
the vicinity of colleges and universities, for the purpose of furnishing 
living accommodations for veterans who have served in the military or 
naval forces of the United States and who have been discharged or 
released therefrom under conditions other than dishonorable and who 
are attending such colleges or universities and receiving educational 
assistance therefor from either the United States or the State. The 
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department may erect, remodel, repair, or remove buildings for such 
housing facilities. 

Sec. 3. The Department of Finance is hereby designated as the 
official agency of the State authorized to enter into agreements for such 
purchases or leases. In entering into such agreements the department 
may accept any conditions or terms imposed by the United States or its 
agencies as to term of lease, rental, or restrictions upon use or occupancy 
of the premises, or restrictions upon subletting of premises. 

Sec. 4. The department shall administer any housing facilities 
acquired and let or lease accommodations therein upon such terms and 
for such rentals as it deems proper. The rentals and revenues therefrom 
shall be used to pay the costs of maintenance and operation, including 
costs of administration, and shall be applied to the satisfaction of any 
obligations to the United States in the order of and as required by the 
terms of acquisition. Any surplus revenues shall be repaid into the 
General Fund in the State treasury. 

Sec. 5. In determining the priority and propriety of acquiring 


any housing facility hereunder, the department shall give consideration 


to the following factors: 

(a) The existence and intensity of the housing shortage in the 
vicinity of the college or university which may be alleviated by the 
acquisition of the housing facility.

APPROPRIATION FOR VETERANS’ HOUSING BY DISTRICTS 
AND OTHER LOCAL AGENCIES 


An act to provide for the acquisition of temporary and emergency housing 
facilities for veterans and families of servicemen by joint action of the 
State and local agencies, providing for the operation of such facilities, 
making an appropriation, and declaring the urgency thereof, to take effect 
immediately. 


Section 1. The inability of veterans and servicemen’s families to 
find any housing has prompted the Federal Government to undertake 
a program of furnishing temporary emergency housing, locally admin- 
istered, for such persons. In making such temporary housing available 
the Federal Government will expend Federal funds for specific items of 
such housing costs. Other costs in connection with the making of such 
housing habitable will not be borne by the Federal Government. It is 
hereby declared to be the policy of the State to cooperate with the Federal 
Government in making such housing available and habitable as quickly 
as possible in areas where needed and to pay the State’s share of costs not 
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now or hereafter provided by the Federal Government in any veterans’ 
temporary emergency housing program. 

It is the purpose of this act to make funds available to put such hous- 
ing into condition for occupancy, but only to the extent that Federal funds 
may not be available for such purpose. 

Sec. 2. As used in this act: 

(a) ‘‘Local agency’’ means any county, city and county, city, local 
housing authority, or district of the State. All acts required to be done 
herein by a local agency shall be performed by the governing body thereof 
by resolution or ordinance unless otherwise specified. 

(b) ‘‘Housing’’ means any temporary housing (intact or in panels 
suitable for reuse) made available by the National Housing Adminis- 
trator for the purpose of providing temporary housing for veterans and 
their families and for families of servicemen. 

(c) Insofar as permitted by Federal law and regulations, and unless 
prohibited thereby, ‘‘veterans’’ includes any person who has served in 
the military or naval forces or the Merchant Marine of the United States 
and who has been discharged or released therefrom under conditions 
other than dishonorable. 

(d) Insofar as permitted by Federal law and regulations, and unless 
prohibited thereby, ‘‘ families of servicemen’’ includes the family of any 
person who is serving in the military or naval forces or the Merchant 
Marine of the United States and the unmarried widow of a deceased 
veteran. 

(e) ‘‘Families’’ is limited to the spouse and legal dependents who 
are members of the household. 

(f) ‘‘Director’’ means the Director of the State Department of 
Finance. 

Sec. 3. There is hereby appropriated out of any money in the State 
treasury not otherwise appropriated the sum of seven million five hundred 
thousand dollars ($7,500,000) or so much thereof as may be necessary to 
carry out the provisions of this act. Such funds may be expended with- 
out regard to fiscal years and shall be allocated only for the purposes of 
this act and in the manner prescribed. There shall first be allocated 
from this appropriation for the use of the Department of Finance such 
amount as the Director of Finance shall determine is necessary for admin- 
istration of the provisions of this act, the total of which amount shall in 
no event exceed 1 per cent of the total appropriation herein made. 

The Legislature hereby declares, that in making the appropriation 
provided by this act, it is its intention to provide temporary and emer- 
gency housing facilities for veterans and families of servicemen in rural 
communities where the need exists as well as in urban communities. 
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Sec. 4. For the purposes of this act any local agency may expend or 
use its funds and employ its personnel to do anything necessary to carry 
out the Federal program and render housing suitable for occupancy, 
except that the use of such funds shall be limited to items for which Fed- 
eral funds are not available or for which Federal reimbursement is not 
permitted. For the purposes of this act any local agency may enter into 
agreements with the Federal Government and the State. Any local 
agency may lease, or if necessary acquire by purchase, or otherwise, real 
and personal property suitable for conversion into housing facilities, and 
may remodel, repair, or remove and reerect, or furnish buildings for such 
housing facilities but shall not erect or construct new housing facilities. 
It may also provide for the installation of necessary appurtenances and 
utilities. 

The authority granted to local agencies by this act may be exercised 
either inside or outside the boundaries thereof; provided, however, such 
authority may not be exercised outside the boundary of such local agen- 
cies without the consent, by resolution, of the governing body of such 
outside territory. 

Any city, county, or city and county may cooperate with a housing 
authority for the purpose of carrying out the provisions of this act to the 
same extent as such city, county, or city and county is authorized to 
cooperate with a housing authority pursuant to the Housing Cooperation 
Law. In providing housing for veterans and their families, single vet- 
erans, and families of servicemen pursuant to the provisions of this act, 
a housing authority shall not be subject to any provisions of the Housing 
Authorities Law relating to rentals and tenant selection, particularly the 
limitations in Section 10 and in the second sentence of Section 9 of said act. 

The local agency shall administer any housing facility acquired 
pursuant to this act and let or lease accommodations therein to veterans 
and families of servicemen upon such terms and for such rentals as may 
be agreed between it and the director, and in such manner as to secure 
to the local agency and the State a return insofar as is practical of the 
investment made by both parties. 

Any and all contracts, undertakings, and commitments of a local 
agency, together with all acts and proceedings in respect thereto hereto- 
fore done or undertaken for the provision of housing for veterans and 
their families or single veterans and families of servicemen are hereby 
validated and declared legal. 

In providing housing pursuant to this act, a local agency shall not 
be subject to any State statute or regulation prescribing standards of con- 
struction, repair, maintenance or use of buildings. As to the housing 
provided for in this act, the governing body of any local agency by which 
any ordinance or regulation prescribing the use or occupancy of land or 
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standards of construction, repair, maintenance or use of buildings was 
enacted may by ordinance or resolution suspend all or a part of any such 
ordinance or regulation for the period during which such housing may by 
the terms of this act lawfully be maintained. 

Sec. 5. Each local agency which desires to participate in the 
acquisition of housing and the establishment of a housing facility pur- 
suant to this act shall submit to the director an application for an alloca- 
tion of not more than 90 per cent of the estimated non-Federal cost of 
each proposed housing facility for which it desires aid under this act. 
The application shall be accompanied by a certified statement of such 
estimated cost of the housing facility. The application shall include a 
statement showing what provision the local agency proposes to make for 
paying at least 10 per cent of such cost of the housing facility, and shall 
be accompanied by a copy of the contract or other documents showing 
the terms upon which the housing is to be acquired and the agreements 
with the Federal Government in respect thereto. 

The director shall promptly consider the applications filed with him, 
and may require any local agency to submit such additional or supple- 
mentary information as to the housing facility or the financial condition 
of the local agency as he deems pertinent. <A. local agency may at any 
time amend or supplement its preliminary application. 

The director shall approve or reject each application submitted to 
him by a local agency. The approval of any application shall be subject 
to the contingency that the local agency transmit to the director a certi- 
fied copy of a resolution or ordinance showing that the local agency has 
made provision for paying 10 per cent of the cost of the housing facility. 


The director shall enter into no new commitments for the acquisition 


of housing facilities pursuant to this act after the ninetieth day follow- 
ing the convening of the Regular Session of the Fifty-seventh Legislature, 
but commitments and agreements made before said date shall neverthe- 
less be completed. 

Sec. 6. It shall be the duty of the State Director of Finance, and 
he is hereby empowered to: 

(a) Prescribe the form of application to be filed by a local agency 
for aid for the acquisition and establishment of housing facilities. No 
aid may be given by the State to a local agency until such application has 
been filed by such agency with the State Director of Finance. 

(b) Administer the appropriation hereinafter made and prescribe 
the terms and conditions upon which aid shall be allocated therefrom 
by the State to local agencies for the acquisition and establishment of 
housing facilities; provided, that any money, State or local, public or 
private, lawfully available for expenditure by or on behalf of a local 
agency for the construction of a project under this act other than money 
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made available by the State under this act, may be considered as part of 
the money required to be provided by the local agency under this act, 
when the local agency so elects. 

(c) Prescribe, amend, modify or rescind such rules and regulations 
as he may determine to be necessary or convenient to carry out the pro- 
visions of this act, and to secure the application of the money allocated to 
the purpose for which it was made. 

Sec. 7. The director shall enter into agreements with local agencies 
providing for the management, operation, and maintenance of any hous- 
ing facilities acquired and established pursuant to this act. In addition 
to such other matters as the director deems necessary, and subject only to 
Federal law or regulations adopted pursuant thereto, the agreement shall 
provide: 

(a) That if the acquisition of any housing facility or if the remodel- 
ing, repair, or removal and reerection of buildings is not under the control 
and direction of the United States or any of its agencies, no contract for 
any of such acts shall be made by the local agency without first obtaining 
the approval of the director. 

(b) That when any housing facility is discontinued, it shall be 
liquidated in such manner as may be agreed upon between the local 
agency and the director and according to rules and regulations prescribed 
by the director for the purpose in such manner as to secure to the local 
agency and the State a share of the proceeds proportionate to their 
respective investments. 

(ec) That the operation and maintenance of any housing facility 
acquired pursuant to this act may be terminated at any time, if consistent 
with the terms of the Federal act under which it was acquired, and if the 
director or the Legislature determines that the necessity therefor no 
longer exists, but in no event shall such housing facility be operated and 
maintained after the ninetieth day following the convening of the Regular 
Session of the Fifty-eighth Legislature. 

(d) For the fixing of minimum and maximum rentals. 

(e) For repayment to the State of the costs advanced pursuant to 
this act, to the extent permitted by the Federal act, it being the intent of 
this act that the maximum amount of recovery possible be obtained. 

(f) For the payment of the costs of operation and maintenance, 
including administration, with a view that such costs shall be adequate 
for the purpose, but not excessive. 

(g) For a division of the proceeds upon final liquidation in propor- 
tion to the investment made by the local agency and the State. 

(h) For showing of all conditions, terms, rentals, expenditures and 
receipts and all other matters done or agreed to pursuant to the Federal 


program. 
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(i) For the establishment of a reserve from the original amount 
allocated for the purpose of demolition and site restoration in such sum 
as may be agreed upon by the director and the local agency. 

Sec. 8. The director shall prescribe the time and manner of pay- 
ment of the State’s share of the cost of construction of a project for which 
a local agency has received an allotment under this act, which the local 
agency shall, on its request, be paid. 

Any money expended by or on behalf of a local agency after Decem- 
ber 1, 1945 for the purpose of acquiring housing as provided by this act 
shall be considered as part of the money required to be provided by the 
local agency hereunder. 

The Board of Control shall by rule prescribe the information to be 
shown on claim for payment of the State’s share of the cost of construc- 
tion of projects under this act and the nature of the evidence of payment 
to be required in support of such claim. When the director approves 
such claim and finds the payment to be due, he shall transmit a claim for 
the amount due, together with all supporting information of payment, 
to the Controller. The Controller shall make such audit as he deems 
necessary and shall thereupon draw his warrant for the amount of pay- 
ment he finds to be due. 

Title to any project constructed with funds made available by this 
act shall not vest in the State but shall vest in the local agency construct- 
ing the project to the extent permitted by Federal law or regulation. 

Any money appropriated by this act for allocation to local agencies 
which is not obligated for expenditure by the State or for which applica- 
tion is not made on or before the ninetieth day following the convening 
of the Regular Session of the Fifty-seventh Legislature, shall revert to 
the General Fund in the State treasury ; provided, however, that encum- 
brances made against said money during its period of availability may 
be paid at any time until April 6, 1948. Any money appropriated by 
this act for support of the director and for support of the director and 
the department shall be available for expenditure until April 6, 1948; 
provided, however, that encumbrances made against said money during 
its period of availability may be paid at any time until April 6, 1949. 

Sections 13320-13324, inclusive, 13920 and 16003 of the Government 
Code, and Sections 3714-3714.26, inclusive, of the Political Code do not 
apply to the expenditure of allocations to local agencies made under this 
act. The provisions of Part 7 of Division 2 of the Labor Code are appli- 
cable to public works or projects constructed from funds allocated under 
this act. 

Sec. 9. Notwithstanding any provision of this act to the contrary, 
the State, its agents or employees, or any local agency, is hereby author- 
ized in doing any act permitted or directed by this act, to comply with 
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and conform to all applicable requirements of Federal laws and of regu- 
lations and orders issued under the authority thereof. 

Sec. 10. This act is hereby declared to be an urgency measure nec- 
essary for the immediate preservation of the public peace, health or 
safety within the meaning of Section 1 of Article IV of the Constitution 
and shall therefore go into immediate effect. A statement of the facts 
constituting such necessity is as follows:

SENATE CONCURRENT RESOLUTION 


STUDY OF SACRAMENTO JUNIOR COLLEGE 


Senate Concurrent Resolution No. 12—Relative to requesting The Regents of 
the University of California and the State Board of Education to study 
the need for expansion of higher education facilities at Sacramento 
Junior College, and to report thereon to the Legislature. 


Wuereas, Sacramento Junior College is an institution of higher 
education available to students who seek a university education in the 
Sacramento Valley ; and 

WHEREAS, The present facilities of this institution afford excellent 
facilities for the education, both as to equipment and curricula of our 
younger generation insofar as the present laws and educational restric- 
tions relating to curricula are ‘concerned, and present educational 
restrictions do not permit Sacramento Junior College to satisfactorily 
meet the growing educational needs of the Sacramento Valley, wherein 
the population has increased in recent years at a rapid rate; and 

Wuereas, The Sacramento Junior College is presently affording to 
its students courses in vocational training, which permit students to 
acquire practical knowledge in various subjects and prepare them to 
enter these vocations upon graduation from Sacramento Junior Col- 
lege; and 

WHEREAS, Because of the extensive population of the Sacramento 
Valley, the people of said area may be entitled to have established within 
its area another full and complete facility for higher education for its 
growing population; and 

WHEREAS, It is the desire of the Legislature to be fully informed 
as to the facts of this situation in order to determine what legislative 
action, if any, is desirable and necessary ; now, therefore, be it 

Resolved by the Senate of the State of California, the Assembly 
thereof concurring, That The Board of Regents of the University of 
California and the State Board of Education are requested and directed 
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to investigate and study the adequacy of existing facilities at Sacra- 
mento Junior College to serve as a public institution for higher learning 
in the Sacramento Valley, with a view to determining the need for 
expansion of such institution’s educational opportunities and its con- 
version to a four-year college or a branch of the State University ; and 
be it further 

Resolved, That such study include the vocational courses now avail- 
able to students in Sacramento Junior College with a view toward their 
expansion and the inclusion of such courses in the expansion of the

TRIBUTE TO MEMORY OF WALTER F. DEXTER 


Assembly Concurrent Resolution No. 2—Relative to the passing of 
Walter Friar Dexter. 


Wuepreas, The sudden passing in Sacramento on October 21, 1945, 
of Walter Friar Dexter, State Superintendent of Public Instruction 
and Director of the Department of Education, came as a deep shock and 
distinct loss to the State of California ; and 

Waereas, During his eight years as head of the State’s Public 
School System, Dr. Dexter had executed with diligence and skill the 
heavy duties of his office, evidencing thorough training and experience 
as an educator and administrative ability of a high order; and 

Wuereas, A graduate of Pennsylvania College, with higher degrees 
from Columbia and Harvard Universities, Dr. Dexter had at one time 
headed the Education Department of Earlham College, Indiana, had 
lectured at the University of Virginia, and from 1923 to 1934 was Presi- 
dent of Whittier College; and 

WuHereas, While serving as Executive Secretary to Governor 
Merriam, he was appointed by the latter in 1937 to fill the vacancy then 
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existing in the office of Superintendent of Public Instruction, in which 
he was retained thereafter for two successive terms by vote of the 
people; and 

Wuereas, Recognized throughout State governmental circles as an 
able department head who worked earnestly and indefatigably for the 
betterment of the Public School System, Dr. Dexter, when fatally 
stricken, had just completed preliminary plans for the entire reorganiza- 
tion of his department pursuant to legislative authorization conferred 
at the last session of the Legislature, to which work he had devoted much 
time, thought and energy; and 

WHEREAS, With his passing, numerous friends and associates have 
given utterance to the esteem in which he was held and of the public loss 
which his passing has occasioned, in which sentiments the Legislature of 
California respectfully joins; now, therefore, be it 

Resolved by the Assembly of the State of California, the Senate 
thereof concurring, That when the respective houses this day adjourn, 
they shall do so in tribute to the memory of Walter Friar Dexter; and 
be it further 

Resolved, That the Chief Clerk of the Assembly is directed to trans- 
mit a copy of this resolution to Mrs. Ethel Lenore Dexter, the widow 
of Walter Friar Dexter, and to their son, Lieutenant (j.g.) Walter 
Franklin Dexter of the United States Naval Reserve.

STUDY OF PRESCHOOL AND PRIMARY TRAINING OF CHILDREN 


Assembly Concurrent Resolution No. 3—Relative to creating a Joint Committee 
on Preschool and Primary Training of Children. 


Wuereas, The Legislature has been convened in extraordinary ses- 
sion commencing on the seventh day of January, 1946, to consider and 
act upon legislation relating to child care centers (among other sub- 
jects) ; and 

Wuereas, Child care centers constitute but one form of preschool 
and early training of children, which can be fully understood and best 
provided for in relation to other forms of such training, including 
nursery schools, kindergartens, and primary schools; and the long-range 
need for child care centers as a permanent function of the educational 
system of the State is but a part of the broader problem of the long- 
range need for preschool and primary training in all possible forms and 
aspects ; and 

Wuereas, The needs of the State in respect to a long-range pro- 
gram of preschool and primary training as a permanent function of the 
educational system of the State can best be ascertained by study and 
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investigation of the entire subject by a joint interim legislative com- 
mittee; now, therefore, be it 

Resolved by the Assembly of the State of California, the Senate 
thereof concurring, as follows: 

1. The Joint Committee on Preschool and Primary Training is 
hereby created and appointed and authorized and directed to ascertain, 
study and analyze all facts relating to the need for child care centers, 
nursery schools, kindergartens, or other forms of preschool and early 
school training as a permanent function of the educational system of 
California, the relative advantages and disadvantages of the different 
forms of such training, and the relative costs thereof, including but not 
limited to the operation, effect, administration, enforcement and needed 
revision of any and all laws in any way bearing upon or relating to the 
subject of this resolution, and to report thereon to the Legislature, 
including in the reports its reeommendations for appropriate legislation. 

2. The committee shall consist of five members of the Assembly 
appointed by the Speaker thereof, and five members of the Senate, 
appointed by the Committee on Rules thereof. Vacancies occurring or 
existing in the membership of the committee shall be filled by the 
appointing power. 

3. The committee is authorized to act during this session of the 
Legislature, including any recess, and after final adjournment until the 
commencement of the next regular session, with authority to file its final 
report not later than the tenth legislative day of the next regular session. 

4. The committee and its members shall have and exercise all of the 
rights, duties and powers conferred upon investigating committees and 
their members by the provisions of the Joint Rules of the Senate and 
Assembly as they are adopted and amended from time to time, which 
provisions are incorporated herein and made applicable to this com- 
mittee and its members. 

Until the adoption of Joint Rules at this session, the joint rules of 
the last preceding regular session are incorporated herein and made 
applicable to this committee and its members. 

5. The committee has the following additional powers and duties: 

(a) To select a chairman and a vice chairman from its membership. 

(b) To cooperate with and secure the cooperation of county, city, 
eity and county, and other local law enforcement agencies in investigat- 
ing any matter within the scope of this resolution and to direct the 
sheriff of any county to serve subpenas, orders and other process issued 
by the committee. 

(ec) To report its findings and recommendations to the Legislature 
and to the people from time to time and at any time, not later than 


herein provided. 
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(d) To do any and all other things necessary or convenignt to 
enable it fully and adequately to exercise its powers, perform its duties, 
and accomplish the objects and purposes of this resolution. 

The committee is hereby authorized to advise and consult with 
experts having technical and professional training in the fields of educa- 
tion, school finance and other allied subjects, as well as representative 
citizens interested in the field of preschool and primary training of 
children. 

7. The sum of twenty-five thousand dollars ($25,000) or so much 
thereof as may be necessary is hereby made available from the Con- 
tingent Funds of the Assembly and Senate for the expenses of the com- 
mittee and its members and for any charges, expenses or claims it may 
ineur under this resolution, to be paid from the said contingent funds 
equally and disbursed, after certification by the chairman of the com- 
mittee, upon warrants drawn by the State Controller upon the State 
Treasurer.

EDUCATIONAL AGENCY FOR SURPLUS PROPERTY 


Senate Bill No. 85, empowering the State Department of Education 
to act as the State Educational Agency for Surplus Property and mak- 
ing an appropriation for the expenses of this activity, passed at the 
recent session of the Legislature, was signed by Governor Warren on 
March 5 and became effective immediately. 

The office of the State Educational Agency for Surplus Property 
will be at 333 Kearny Street, San Francisco. An office in Los Angeles 
will be opened in the near future. John P. Gifford, who was appointed 
Surplus War Property Agent to direct the activities of these offices, 
served until March 19 when he resigned to accept a similar position with 
the U. S. Office of Education in connection with disposal of surplus gov- 
ernment property to educational institutions. 

Information and instructions for schools to use in procuring surplus 
property are being compiled and will be issued shortly. Pending receipt 
of such information, schools may purchase property listed in the sales 
offerings of the War Assets Corporation at a discount of 40 per cent by 
submitting purchase orders in accordance with the instructions in the 
sales offerings and placing on the purchase orders the following certifi- 


cation : 

The applicant represents and warrants that it is an educational 
institution as defined in Surplus Property Administration Regula- 
tion 14; that the property ordered in this purchase document is 
required for its own use and to fill an existing need for carrying on 
educational activities; that the property will not be resold within 
three (3) years of the date of purchase without the consent in writ- 
ing of the disposal agency; and that funds are available for the 
purchase of these items at ‘‘fair value,’’ less forty (40) per cent. 


Notice of the sales offerings of the Consumers Goods Division and 
Producers’ Goods Division of the War Assets Corporation will be 
available to county superintendents of schools, to city and district super- 


intendents of schools, to the chief administrative official in each high | 


school district, and to university and college presidents throughout the 
State under a revised mailing list which is being established by the War 


Assets Corporation. 


1 The text of this measure is given on pages 71 and 72 of this issue. 
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A compilation of estimates of needs from all educational institutions 
in the State will be one of the tasks of the Educational Agency for 
Surplus Property. From these estimates of needs it is hoped that 
definite quantities of available surplus may be marked for disposal to 
educational claimants. Another problem which is receiving the atten- 
tion of this agency is that of ‘‘pooled purchasing’’ to enable individual 
educational claimants to acquire property in lots smaller than would 
otherwise be available.

CITIZENS COMMITTEE TO ADVISE U. S.

To enable the United States Office of Education to improve its 
service to American education, a committee to be known at the Citizen’s 
Federal Committee on Education has been established. The purpose of 
the Committee, as announced by the Federal Security Agency, is to 
advise the Commissioner of Education on policies and on programs of 
service to education to be carried on by the United States Office of Edu- 
cation. Sessions will be held in Washington, D. C., the first meeting 
having been called in March, 1946. 

United States Commissioner of Education John W. Studebaker 
pointed out that the Committee would represent ‘‘the people throughout 
the country who establish and support schools and colleges.’’

SCHOLARSHIPS FOR PROSPECTIVE TEACHERS 


In 1945 the California Congress of Parents and Teachers established 
a fund of $50,000 for teacher education scholarships to attract to the 
teaching profession students of outstanding ability and sincerity of pur- 
pose. Seventy-two scholarships were awarded in 1945. 

Recently an additional allocation to the scholarship fund of a sum 
of $30,000 has been announced. The scholarships are for $300 a year and 
may be renewed for the completion of the teacher education course for a 
period not to exceed a total of four years. Prospective graduates of high 
school, or students of junior college or college level, are eligible to apply. 
The scholarships will be restricted to those preparing to teach in the 
public elementary schools of the state. Several scholarships of $100 are 
open to students of college junior standing or above who plan to take a 
short course for emergency teachers.
